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In the Torah (Parasha Vayishlach), Jacob, on two separate 
pee : : occasions, is told — first by a representative of God, and then 
: sage : by God, Godself — that his name is now Israel. He is not the 
first of our ancestors to have their name changed — Abraham 
was originally Avram and Sarah was originally Sarai. But I was 
recently struck by the fact that, in our prayers, such as at the 
beginning of the Amidah where we pray to the God of our 
ancestors, we refer to Abraham and Sarah by their new names, 
but Jacob remains “Jacob.” Why do we not refer to Jacob in 
prayer by his new name, “Israel”? 


I’m thinking that it’s because of the struggle. “Jacob” (Ya’akov 
in Hebrew) is the one who was always the underdog, who 
entered the world grasping at his brother Esau’s heel, who was 
always climbing a steep hill of being in the world. He was 
challenged, and flawed, as are most of the figures in the Torah, including God. We get to see 
them struggle with those flaws, sometimes succeeding, sometimes not. And God interacted with 
them, accepted them, as they were. 


What does it mean to pray to the God of these imperfect heroes? To me, it means that we, too, get 
to be flawed. That when we open our mouths in prayer, in our very personal, very intimate 
relationship with God, we get to be who we are. 


The Torah is anything and everything but a portrayal of what we would call perfection. The 
concept of perfection is actually an ideal invented later. And I think it’s an ideal that really has 
not benefited the world, that we have a vision of perfection in our society which is deeply 
unhealthy. I believe that holding an image of God as one who makes mistakes, and corrects them, 
and who values and honors that in us, provides a more realistic and much healthier model. 


I would also like to say that making mistakes can be a part of being perfect. We are all exactly 
who we are meant to be, with all the beauties and all the struggles, and I believe 
that our prayers were designed to embrace us this way. 
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B'Tselem Elohim

The Torah’s central description of human 
beings is that we are created b’tzelem Elohim — 
equally and uniquely in the image of God. This 
means Black lives matter, lives of Indigenous 
People and of all Jews of Color matter. The 
work of racial justice is holy work, and over 
our history Jews have done this work in many 
ways. 


Yet, as national research shows, many Jews of 
Color feel marginalized, ignored, and tokenized 
by the organized Jewish world, including 
synagogues. Bay Area Jewry is racially diverse; 
for Sha’ar Zahav to continue to thrive, we need 
to reflect that diversity. We must address these 
issues within our own community so that the 
relatively small number of BIPOC (Black, 
Indigenous, People of Color) members feel 
more supported and welcomed, and not like 
“the only person like me” at Sha’ar Zahav. 


At Rabbi Copeland’s initiative, SZ formed the 
Racial Equity Committee (REC), which has 
sponsored a rich program of workshops 
related to racial equity. In November 2022, the 
Va’ad adopted a Racial Equity Plan, 
http://tiny.cc/RJSZ, which calls for a 

multi- 
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faceted approach to creating more racial equity 
in our community. It asks us to look at our own 
racism, to create new programming and to do 
outreach. 


We know that making SZ more anti-racist will 
be a long and imperfect process. Many have 
been on this journey for a while; others are just 
starting. We welcome everyone to join in 
making SZ as diverse and as equitable as 
possible, and look forward to sharing 
opportunities for discussion, learning, and 
action.

It’s annual budget time again 
at Sha’ar Zahav. As with 
other congregations and 
nonprofits, a budget tells the 
story of who we are and how 
we express our values. How 
we choose to allocate 
donations from our
